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Laos: Mutual charges of truce violations by op- 
posing forces are contributing to the uncertain situa- 
tion in the Plaine des Jarres area. 
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Troop dispositions appear little changed, how- 
ever, except for the withdrawal of a neutralist mixed 
tank and infantry unit from points midway on the road 
between Xieng Khouang town and the Plaine des Jarres 
airfield.

On 16 April, Peiping raised the possibility of 
renewed civil war if US "intervention” continues--a 
warning note Hanoi had sounded the previous day. 

The Chinese called for immediate action by the 
Geneva Conference co-chairmen to check US "aggres- 
sion." Peiping declared that if the situation in Laos 
continues to "deteriorate," a new meeting of the 
Geneva powers should be considered. ^ 
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JjA fully qualified MIG- 15 or -17 jet fighter pilot
